OFFICIAL WITH WOM TO DEAL ON THIS SUBJECT. 

2. EMBASSY UNDERSTANDS FROM CANADIAN HICOM IN NEW DELHI THAT 
HIGH ON LIST OF CANADIAN UNRESOLVED POINTS TO NEGOTIATE WITH 
GOI DURING NUCLEAR DISCUSSIONS TO BEGIN MARCH 4 IN NEW DELHI 

IS "PURSUIT" OF REPROCESSING OF NUCLEAR MATERIAL FROM RAPP 
REACTORS THROUGH AMENDMENT OF CURRENT GOI-GOC NUCLEAR BILATERAL. 
CANADIANS GIVE THEMSELVES NO BETTER THAN 50-50 CHANCE TO 
REACH AGREEMENT ON THIS (OR OTHER ISSUES STILL UNRESOLVED).
